PACKING HEALTHFUL SCHOOL LUNCHES 

The lunch problem is one of fhe most difficult 
that a Mother has to face as in one school year 
almost two hundred lunches must be put up. Today 
Tam going to give you some new ideas about pack. 
ing lunches. I want you to forget your concept of 
a iwich as made of a sandwich, a cookie and a 
banana. Consider the lunch as an ordinary meal. 
Plan a vegetable, a salad, a healthful dessert as the 
beginning, and then add either meat or starch, 
but not both. 

A well-planned lunch is of inestimable value 
to the growing child. The right kind of a lunch 
furnishes the alkaline elements needed by the body: 
it is correctly combined; it helps the child to avoid 
winter colds; and it is pleasing enough so that he 
gives it the attention he should. A child usually 
wants to gulp the lunch in order to play; the lunch 
must, therefore. be tempting enough that he will 
not neglect it. We often think of a lunch as a meal 
that doesn’t ~~ :unt to much and plan some sort of 
a snack that will fill the stomach and carry us 
through until dinner. Yet the lunch is one of the 
most important of the day to the child and any 
child who gets a poor lunch day after day through- 
out the school year is bound to suffer from mal- 
nutrition and acidosis. We ordinarily think of the 
undernourished child as coming from poor families, 
but he is moreelikely to come ftom wealthy or 
moderately well off families, where he gets plenty 
of food, but the wrong kind. He needs vegetables 
and salads. Since it is hard to get enough of these 
vital foods into the diet in the dinner meal, the 
best plan is to include them in the lunch. A child 
who shows a poor appetite for lunch should take 
orange juice at the morning recess, not milk. 

Ifyou are going to pack healthful lunches, you 
will need a certain amount of equipment, just as 
you need a stove and dishes to keep house. Pack- 
ing funches is a job which calls for the right utensils 
to work with. You will need a thermos bottle 
which fits into the lunch box, wax paper, paper 
cups, paper napkins, a spoon and fork, and small 
glass jars with tops for carrying mixed salads, 
cottage cheese and cooked fruits. The thermos is 
a great help a: it keeps food hot until the lunch 
hour. I consider it a good plan to pack the thermos 
with a hot vegetable or stew, using a different kind 
each day. The vegetables may be left over from 
the dinner the day before, or they may be canned, 
and are warmed up and put in the thermos bottle. 
Us- cooked celery, spinach, string beans, asparagus, 
carrots, ete. To go with the cooked vegetable, add 
salad materials which are packed in a moist cloth 
or waxed paper to keep them crisp. Use lettuce. 
celery, tomatoes, etc. You may add bread to this 
lunch, using the real wholewheat bread. Make 
sandwiches by spreading with butter and adding a 
leaf of lettuce. Put in a layer of sliced cucumbers 
or grated raw carrots, or you may use peanut 
butter or cheese 

If fresh acid fruit is added, it should be eaten in 
the afternoon after school or during recess, sot 
with the lunch. When meat is included, use roast 
beef, left-over chicken, roast pork, etc., and omit 
the bread. It is all right to make a sandwich using 
Melba Toast with bacon in between for a change. 
Or you may use a properly boiled egg. A good rule 
is to have the child bring home any food not eaten 
as this gives you a chance to check over how much 
he really eats and you may be sure he is cating 


envugh. 

The Junch must be packed so that it will not 
mash, and the food must not run together. Plan 
a variety and wrap bread to keep it moist. If you 
send hot soup in the thremos, be sure to add a spoon. 

The lunch must appeal to the person who is go- 
ing to eat it and for this reagon include foods that 
are well-liked. Keep the box clean and pack it in 
such a way that it is appetizing when it is opened. 
Packing takes time and this task should not be left 
to the last minute rush. The mid-day meal makes 
or breaks the rest of the day. Give your child a 
good lunch and prepare him for his afternoon's 
work and play

During the fiscal year 1931-1932, 
which ended March 31, 1932, the 
number of deportations from Can- 
ada to countries othe: than the 
British Empire or the United States 
increased over those of the preced- 
ing year by 152 per cent. A more 
moderate jump of 37 per cent in 
the number of British deportations 
was recorded. Of the total deporta- 
tions numbering 7,025 in the last 
fiseal year, no fewer than 4,507 of 
those deported were sent out of 


| Canada because they became pub- 


lic charges. 


DEPRESSION YEARS 

The fiscal year 1930-1931 was also 
a “depression” year but deportations 
for 1931-1932 far outnumbered those 
of its predecessor. In 1930-1931 total 
deportations numbered 4,376, or «1 
per cent less than in 1931-1932. Of 
this number, those deported be- 
cause they beceme public charges 


| totalled 2,245 or less than half of 


the following year.
